Meanwhile 
reparation for the day's work was going 
tcadily on, and the manager was flitting in 
nd out, giving orders, answering questions, 
irecting work, etc. Two wagons were 
eing loaded with a complete camp outfit, 
icluding provisions for ten days, together 


with agricultural implements for doing 
ertain work nineteen miles away. 
A cook, 


even men and four teams were dispatched 
o do this work. A memorandum of every 
item put upon the wagons was made, and 
the boss in charge of the outfit receipted for 
it, and was mado responsible for it 
The 


workmen moved swiftly, silently, in per- 
forming tho duties assigned, the manager 
and bosses only doing tho talking. 


At 6.30 o'clock a Mongolian stepped to 


Ihe door of the dining hall and sounded a 
big triangle. Instantly work was suspended 
aud a quiet march made for the breakfast 
table. Ham, potatoes, hot biscuit, light 
broad, baans, di-ind prnnep and coffee were 
served. Benches served for sw»l«, »nd the 
men ate off tin plates and drank out of tin 
cups. Tko mo»l was well cooked, palatable 
and nicely served. The men did not tarry 
more than 20 minutes at the table ; some 
were not there 15 minutes. A great many 
lunches Wi-re put up for those who go too 
far from the ranch to return for their din- 
ners. The horses that go out were provided 
for iu like manner. 
Before seven o'clock 


every man who goes away from the house 
to work had departed, and it was as quiot 
as at the midnight hour. 


"And, now," said the manager, "we'll 


take our breakfast"; and leading the way, 
we were seated at the farther end of the 
dining hall at the table reserved for guests. 
A snow-white oluth covered the table, the 
dishes were of late pattern, and choicer 
steak, more perfect coffee or better bread it 
has rarely Ijeeo my good fortune to taste, 
and it was all prepared, cooked and served 
by Chi 
en, who are engaged in the 


culinary .epartment ot nearly all ranches 
in. this State, much as they are despised by 
Americans. 


The beeves on this ranch are selected and 


shipped once each year. A conservative 
stockman said to mo that 20 per oent of the 
entire herd is shipped annually. That is to 
say, the herd increases 100 per cent every 
five years. Very few cattle in these great 
herds are stall fed. They pick their feed 
the year round from the pasture. The lame 
ones, the old ones and those that have met 
with misfortune only are separated and fed. 
To tide over those unfortunates considerable 
hay and some grain are provided. 
Ship- 


ment of beeves on all these large ranches is 
made direct from the pasture lo the San 
Francisco market. There isn't much timothy 
or clover hay grown, but instead fields of 
alfalfa are to be seen on every hand. This 
is a coarse hay, but very nutritious, and 
yields ou good soil two tons at a cutting to 
the acre, and three crops may be harvested 
in a year. It is also very generally used for 
pasturage. 


Eight o'clock found us stirring the duit 


very perceptibly on our westward journey. 
As we turned our backs on Headquarters 
ranch we looked out upon a prairie 26 miles 
iu width, level as a race-course, and parched 
and lonesome and waterless as the desert of 
Sahara. Indeed, it was in startling contrast 


to tho vcidanl hills of our far Eastern home, 
and we shuddered involuntarily as wo gazed 
upon that wide expanse of nothingness over 
and against which, clearly visible, were the 
outlines of tho Coast llango. Not a tree, 
''.or, *jlado of grass, nor shrub, nor living 
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road we drove for 4J hours, whon I reined 
to one side of tho trail, unhitched and uu- 
harnossod, and, lining out a sack of barley, 
placed a liberal supply in front of my horse. 
Sho ate minoingly, over and anon raising 
her head and costing a look at mojind calling 
for water. The road was dusty and the day 
warm. 
We were fifteen miles from water 1 


We abroviatod our noonday lunch somewhat, 
and iu forty minutes woro again raising tho 
dust ou our western (light. Wo had not 
gone five miles before our thirsty equine 
showed signs of Hugging. Twenty miles 
even, on a hot day, with the dust rising 
constantly, is too fur to drive iu this 
desperately dry country. At fivo o'clock we 
reached Temblor ranch, a sheep herder's 
camp, thirty miles from Headquarlern. H 
was a hard drive and our horse aeomcd half 
furnished for water. 
Temblor is just a few 


miles olF the plains, an oasis in tho desert, 
a lovely homo, with bearing fig trees and 
field of barley just ripening, a strawberry 
patch luminous with ripening fruit, and in 
the midst of all was u bubbling 'pring of 
pure, cold water. 
Ah, that's what touched 


the spot! 


We had a loiter of introduction to Billy, 


the cook. "Take as good care of these 
people as you can," ran the line, which was 
signed by Manager Brown. 


"Como right in," said Billy, "I'm so glad 


to see you. This is the first lady that's 
been hero in five months." 


Of our hospitable treatment, and of this 


beautiful, isolated homo, and of our jour- 
ney over Temblor mountain and through the 
placer gold mines near La Pan/a, I will 
write next week.

WiftVWl^TF'AITOyi'BI'Wo^OugYft To 'have 
loft the country forthwith, hut hu pa'd no 
uttontlon, ujid when No. 3 was rooolved at 
eojrt to his horror ho bohold No. 1 aotiutl- 
ly in the presence chamber. 
Words could 


not express his indignation at this breach 
of etiquette, though he used tho strongest 
language In tho loudest voloo. Ho slapped 
Sir Robert's face, nnd his son knocked htm 
down in the king's presence. Tho incident la 
unique porhnps In tho annals of diplomacy. 
Both parties wore hurried out, and his 
majesty ordered thorn to quit the realm. 
They sailed for Persia In different ships. 
As he approached his native shores No. 9 
felt mnre and more strongly that ho had 
none too far, and at length took to an ex- 
clusive diet of opium, whereof he died in 
eight of land. Tho shah gave Sir Robert 
an audlenou, hut scarcely spoke to him. 
He oven mocked hl« personal appearance— 
tho old English cheer had developed fat 
purlinpn or n red nose. When tho poor man 
hoard this, tils distress brought on n lit of 
apoplexy nnd tlmy buried him under the 
threshold of his own house at Ispahan, 


But who was Sir Roliort Shirley nnd 


how oamo it thnt the great Shah Abbas 
gent him on em bossies? The story is long, 
oven Bummnrized, for one cannot mention 
.Robert without alluding to his older 
brothers. Among 
Kngllsh adventurers 


they stand In tho first rank. Thomas, tho 
head of his ancient family and heir to a 
largo fortune, served in tho low countries 
with grout distinction. Then he fitted out 
throe vessels to make private war upou tho 
Turks, but his reckless courage in attack- 
ing an enormous ship, whloh he captured, 
however, convinced his men thnt ho was 
not a businesslike leader, and tlioy mu- 
tinied. Finally Kit Thomas was taken 
prisoner and confined for four years In a 
dungeon at Constantinople, treated with 
horrible barbarity nnd ordorodto execution 
at least three times. At length his father 
ransomed him, lint tho man was incorrigi- 
ble. 
A letter to tho Karl of Shrewsbury 


stntos, Sept. 7, 1007: "Young Sir Thomas 
Shirley is committed to the tower. Some 
cay it was for overbuying himself with 
tho trnfflo of Constantinople, to have 
brought It Into Venice nnd the Florentine 
territories," oto. 
That Is the lust wo hear 


of him. 


Anthony, tho second son, graduated at 


Oxford, fought in tho low countries mid in 
Franco, where Honry of Nnvarro decorated 
him. It was on this occasion thnt Kllai- 
UUUI UUUJUrUU, 
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thorn to follow the pipe of a strango shep- 
herd." Sir Anthony was committed to 
tho fleet. Then ho went buccaneering, cap- 
tured St. Jngo and Jamaica, served with 
Essex nt Cadiz and in Ireland, where he 
was knighted, and presently led n force of 
picked English soldiers to Venice to sup- 
port Don Cosaro d'Ksto. 
Upon arrival, 


however, ho found that tho disputants hud 
oomo to terms, and from Venice ho started 
for Persia. Essex and tho company of 
Aleppo merchants supplied him 
with 


funds, for what object we do not see clear- 
ly, but tho adventurer's resources all 
through life were mysterious. Ho traveled 
in prodigious state. At length ho reached 
Ispahan nnd gained tho shah's favor at 
once. Ho was first named lieutenant of 
the imperial army, but presently the shah 
dispatched him to Europe on a roving mis- 
sion to stir up the Christian powers against 
tho Turk. Through Muscovy, Germany, 
Italy nnd Spain this astonishing man truv 
oled like a prlnoe, receiving tho hlghcs 
honors everywhere. Tho German empero 
sent him as embnssador to Morocco. 


In Spain he wns made a Knight of St 


.Togo and appointed captain general of a 
fleet comprising 300 great ships, beside 
gnlleys nnd small vessels, manned by 30, 
000 sailors nnd soldiers. 
The. puruuh 


this armament is not divulged, but I 
caused such alarm that James I ordorei 
himiubjeot to return to England at oueo o 
peril of his life. 
Sir Anthony disobeyed 


tho summons, but ho thought it pruden 
to resign his high command. Ho died in 
Spain In 1080, magnificent to the last 
though his only visible Income was n pen 
slon of 8,000 ducats ns a count of tho Holy 
Roman Empire. 


Robert, the third son, accompanied his 


brother to Persia nnd boeame n great fa 
vorite with the shah. He commanded the 
army In several campaigns against the 
Turk, always victorious 
When the shah 


discovered that Anthony was making no 
progress in the organization of tho league 
against Turkey, ho sent Robert on the 
same errand. Thus tho special envoy 
carao to England, as has been told.—Pall 
Mall Gazette. 


The Abnge of the Dispensary. 


It may be broadly stated, as tho result 


of exhaustive statistical study, that fully 
50 per cent of tho patients who apply for 
free mcdtonl aid are totally undeserving of 
such charity. The main reason for this is 
that no effectual mcaus are taken by tho 
manage re of those institutions to correct 
the abuse. For tho sake of donations and 
the ostensible good accomplished by the 
treatment of a largo number of patients, 
these charities arc managed on the usual 
business principles of proving their light 
to bo and to prosper on the assumed basis 
of demand and supply. In New York 
alone there nre 116 dispensaries, each one 
of which is vying with the other in prop- 
agating the worst form of pauperism. 


The public is being taught that nothing 


is more freely given than medical advice to 
any who may ask for it. The institutions 
in question are crowded daily by hundreds 
of well to do patients, who are encouraged 
to defraud the really poor and to cheat tho 
charitably disposed doctor of his legiti- 
mate fee. 
All this goes on in spite of pro- 


tests, and In open defiance of nil tho laws 
of ordinary decency nnd fair play. The 
managers of these so called charities, who 
virtually have the matter In their own 
hands, while openly pretending to deplore 
present conditions, are covertly combating 
every effort at reform, on tho ground of 
its Impracticability.—Dr.George F. Shrady 
in Forum.

The Federal Constitution. 


Our constitution has benn amply shown 


by numerous modern commentators to b« 
in its substance as much the embodiment 
of iictuul experience as is the English con- 
stitution itself. We suffer, Indeed, from 
an embarrassment of riches in sources of 
practice, American, English or Dutch, for 
its various formal provisions, and yet, 
vrhiiH the s'ibstuncc and matter of the 
federal constitution may be old, there is 
enough in it that WHS now in form at tho 
time of its construction to distri.ot atten- 
tion from more familiar features. For ex- 
ample, popular thought 'could not take in 
without difficulty the idea of a political 
society made up of states that were inde- 
pendent and ut tho same timo under cen- 
tral control, nor could It understand a 
central control except under the old form 
king and standing army. 


Furthermore, the circumstances attend- 


ing the forming and adoption of the con- 
stitution wero such as to make it appear a 
now construction. The meeting of a body 
of men representing a nation, with the 
deliberate intention of framing n funda- 
mental law covering the entire field of 
government was a new event in political 
experience. Although much might be said 
In the convention about English practice 
and tha English constitution, the faot of 
choice, of freedom to adopt or reject, made 
even the following of custom in some sort 
an act of voluntary creation. This aspect 
of the convention 's work, at any rate, was 
the aspect that impressed tho. imagination 
of the time most forcibly and has contin- 
ued to impress the imagination of succeed- 
ing generations until within very recent 
years. — Kate Hojladay Clagharq in

China 2700 B. C. She is now worshiped 
as goddess of the silkworm.

yeur a national fostival is held in her hon- 
or. The reigning empress and her maidens 
resort to the temples of SI -Lung-Ghee, and 
pay her in flowers and spirit money an in- 
stallment upon the debt which China owes 
to her, for did she not make tho important 
discovery whereby the poor may earn life's 
necessities and the rich may rustle in shin- 
ing garments? 


Perhaps more people wear silk in China 


than in any other country, for plain, raw 
silk is almost as inexpensive as cotton. 
E\en for winter garments the material is 
made to serve, with layers of wadding 
placed between the outside and the lining. 
As their garments do not go out of st/le, 
it is not necessary to buy now ones until 
the old are well worn. This is a great 
item of saving for every one but the tai- 
lors, but if the people followed the example 
of the tailors themselves there would be 
still less for that craft to do. Like the feet 
of shoemakers' children, the Chinese tai- 
lors, while at their work, are as nearly 
bare as possible. When well fattened, their

mies, hut when u caioi'pillur is by him- 
self ho ficiircely ilnros to inovo for fear of 
attracting attention. Even when he is 
obliged to change his skin ho doesn't ven- 
ture to leave his old coat lying around. 
The moment that he takes it off ho oats it. 
Tbe caterpillars that live in companies 
shed their skins boldly. Only the poor soli- 
tary fellows feel i'oreed to swallow their old 
clothes. 


A great protection to the unfortunate 


caterpillar when he leaves his nest early 
in the spring is his power of mimicry. 
The viceroy caterpillar is either red spot- 
ted or Js dressed in conspicuous purple 
bands and be feeds on birches. 
He is 


clever enough to place himself so that he 
exactly resembles the opening buds and 
the curving shoots of the twig on which 
he lies. He can make himself look the 
color of the soft down of the buds, and 
be often deceives the ichneumon flies that 
are searching for him high and low. 


With all his cleverness, with all his 


trouble, we know that many a caterpillar 
has to go to furnish a meal for the hungry 
birds, and wo know it is tho law of nature 
that such things should happen. But do 
not crush a caterpillar with your heel sim- 
ply because he iios in your path.

Advice of n BuHliieB» Man "Who Believes 


In Buj'hiB on Credit. 


"Never pay wish for anything if yon 


want to get commercial rating," said 
business man tho other day. "Get goods 
on credit, evuu whon abla to pay spot cash 
for them, and pay the bill with prompt- 
ness when it bucomos <lue. 
If you do tills 


long enough, you will probably get the 
reputation of possessing nil the money you 
Imvo got trusted for, and, at any rate, will 
be known in business circles where you 
wouldn't be named if you always paid 
cash. A man who pays cash for every- 
thing is supposed to be doing business on 
small 
capital, while a man who gets 


iigs on credit, or, what is better still, 


pays for them in notes, is generally be- 
iievcd to bo operating on such a largo 
scale that ho has no ready money to spuro 
for siuull (lenlB. 


"As for gutting credit, it is the first step 


ihat costs, of course, but a man can begin 
Dy referring people to his landlord and the 
irudesmon with whom ho deals if be can 
do no bettor. 
Jf he has no accounts any- 


where, ho must set about having them, 
jet trust for small amounts and you will 
;n time get trusted for larger ones. 
The 


first requisite to wealth is not money, but 
credit. Get credit and you will do busi- 
ness amounting to an indefinite number 
of times your capital. 


"Without dilating further on tho ad- 


vantages of credit, let mo give you an il- 
ustratiou of the disadvantages of doing 
Dusiucss on a cash basis. A country mer- 
chant I knew who hud alwuys paid cash 
for everything he bought, and did u cor- 
respondingly small business, dctorjuined 
flnully to enlarge his tnide, and to do this 
required the credit lie hud never before 
asked for. 
When ho came to town and 


asked the mon to whom ho had always 
paid cash to let him iu.ve goods on time, 
they ono nnd all became suspicious of him 
and refused. 
Tho very fuot that he had 


always paid cash J.ua.de-t.h«i';>--think, when 
lift finally asked for credit, that he wasn't 
a safe man to trust. 
Moral.—Never pay 


cash for anything If you would avoid sus- 
picion."—New York Sun.

In 


order to incoC this difficulty tho royal or 
Imperial bridegroom delegates one of the 
principal liobles of the realm, who goes 
through tho religious and civil portion of 
the wedding ceremony in tho capital of 
the bride's country on behalf of his mas- 
ter, making the responses for him and 
tendering his hand, as well us the ring? at 
the prescribed points of tho ceremony. He 
then accompanies her to his master's do- 
minions, acting as her chief escort. Ac- 
cording to tho ideas of the church, a cere- 
mony of this kind is sufficiently binding 
upon the bride and upon the royal bride- 
groom to render any further ceremony, 
ecclesiastical or civil, superfluous, and 
when any additional religions function 
takes place it usually assumes the form of 
a "Tc Deum" and n solemn benediction, 
Attended by both husband and wife im- 
mediately on the arrival of the latter in 
the capital of her adapted country.—San 
Francisco Argounat.

Convulsion*. 


In convulsions the first thing to do Is to 


loosen the clothing, so that free respiration 
may be had. Cold water should be applied 
to the head with a sponge and the -face 
gently sprinkled with it. 
The hot bath, 


which should be from 87 degrees to 90 de- 
grees, in connection with cold application* 
to the head, is of great service.- The child 
should not be kept in the hot bath more, 
than ten minutes, and while there should 
be woll rubbed with the hand -anal' then 
dried and rubbed with a warm towel, rolled 
in a hot blanket and put to bed.

convulsions are caused by the approach of 
an eruptive fever,-such as scarlet fever, 
measles, etc.. the hot mustard bath lor the 
(eetor entire body Is excellent. If the 
child can be Induced to drink hot drinks, 
it will greatly assist,
